It became public for the first time 
that state officials—at least N. D. 
Darlington, chairman of the State 
Highway Commission—had put the 
construction on the last act that 
counties which have already contri- 
buted to the state highway construc- 
tion would not be reimbursed.

a strike is a clumsy way of set- 
tling a labor disput@“and yet it is 
the only way that, given certain 
conditions, has so far been found ef- 
fective. The first labor dispute on 
record probably took place in the 
brick fields of Egypt, and difficulties 
of some sort in the carrying on of 
industries have occurred ever since. 
In an organized modern form, how- 
ever, the™earliest strike seems to 
have been that of the bakers of 
New York City in 1741. Here the 
dispute was one of wages. The 
strikers were tried and convicted, 
but apparently no sentence was ever 
passed upon them. It was until 
some twenty-four years later that 
the first regular strike occurred in 
Great Britain, when the coal miners 
of Northumberland struck against 
the system of yearly service. From 
that time on strfkes on both sides of 
the Atlantic have grown in some- 
thing like a geometrical progression, 
until today the very zenith of the 
strike fever has been reached in the 
policy of syndicalism to strike as of- 
ten as possible, and on any preterise, 
not with the intention of improving 
the conditions of Labor, but forthe 
purpose of weakening the capitalist, 
and gradually putting him out of 
business. 

Until lately, however, nobody ever 
thought of a strike of the military 
services or the police. In both cases 
such a thing would have been de- 
scribed not as_a strike but as mu- 
tiny; and a mutiny it remains to this 
day so far as the military forces are 
concerned. #In the case of the police 
the matter is not quite the same. 
There is, of course, a material dif- 
ference between the refusal of a 
civil force to obey orders, and of a 
military force; and as a result, of 
late years, there has been some talk

The tables were based on investi- 
gations in various cities over. the 
country. In every: instance greatest 
increases were recorded in_ the 
prices of clothing and house furnish- 
ings. Food advances were of third 
importance. Figures for the period 
of December, 1917, to June, -1919, 
show general average increases o? 
about 20 per cent. 

Total increases in the two items 
of food. and clothing, without con- 
sidering other items in the family 
budgets, showed enormous increases 
from December, 1914, to June, 1919. 
The advance in the case of Chicago 
is 170 per cent. The same items 
went up 125 per cent in Detroit; 125 
per cent in Vleveland; 140 per cent 
in Buffalo; 103 per cent in  Port- 
land, M.; 187 per cetn in Boston; 151 
per cent in New York; 185 per cent 
in Philadelphia; 128 per cent in Ba’.

very substantially increasing theirs. 
Yet everybody, including the police 
themselves it is to be suspected, 
realize that there is a practical if 
not a theoretical difference that 
separates their position from that of 
the railway worker; and this alone 
should give them pause in accepting 
the example of Livéfpool and_ of 
Boston. Yet, as has been said, -the 
fact undoubtedly remains that whilst 
the trades union have improved their 
position through the strike, and 
though the union was actually thrust 
upon certain industries, during the 
war, through governing agtncies, the 


forbidden to take measures as they 
conceive, for their benefit, which 
have been adopted by other citizens 
of the state. And thus the conclu- 
sion is reached that there must be 
something wrong with the strike it- 
self, when a condition can be attain- 
ed which the ordinary thinker 
admits is unequal, and yet which the 
ordinary thinker admits is desirable. 

The difficulty, ‘obviously then, lies 
wtih the strike. The strike was al- 
ways an argumentum ad _ terrorem, 
and such an argument, however ef- 
fective it may appear to be, is not 
based upon Principle. Now when- 
ever resort is made to an argument 
not based upon Principle, it is sim- 
ply a question of hime how long it 
will be before the trouble from the 
use of it reaches a point which is a} 
danger to the state. The Romans 
had a” saying, inscribed upon the 
Twelve Tables, which has come 
down to the present day, to the 
effect that “salus popull suprema 
lex,” Manifestly when the forces 
of law and order strike, the safety 
of the public is endangered, and 
therefore the higheat law of he 
state has been broken. ‘It may be 
quite true that the conduct of the 
governors of the state has brought 
about the strike, but that does not 
in the elast affect the fact that the 
safety of the public is. endangered. 
What the police strike is going to 
do is something, perhaps, that nei- 
ther the strikers nor the public have 
hitherto taken into consideration. It 
is going to draw the attention of the 
public to the fact that the strike is 
an infringement of the Roman law. 
A strike of firemen would have the 
same effect as the fiddling of Nero, 
even though the story of Nero’s fid- 
dling be a notable libel on a gentile- 
nian 6f no character. A strike of 
milkmen unquestionably endangers 
the nursery. And so, as a result of 
all this, the strike begins gradually 
to develop into what it is, namely, 
a holdup Once again, the holdup 
may have been generated, and even 
forced, by the conduct of the em- 
ployer, whether the employer is the 
state or an individual, bit Quis does 


not in any way affect the fact that 


the safety of the public is endanger- 
ed, and the public is beginning to 
realize this, with the result that .a 
good many people may shortly be 
astonished. 

When the syndicalist undertook to 
use the strike for purely selfish ends, 
for the transfer of the capitalist’s 
business from the owner’s hands to 
his own, without the slightest re- 
gard for the public in any way, he 
forced an issue which;he was short- 
sighted enough net to foresee, ‘be- 
cause, like the three tailors of Too- 
ley Street, the conceit of his own 
importance induced him to believe 
that he was the public. Fortunately 
or unfortunately, according as the 
case may be viewed, the syndicalist 
is not the public, and the incessant- 
ness of his strikes is acting as an 
object lesson to the public in a way 
the strikes of the trades-unionist, in 
the old days, never did. The success 
of a strike has always been in pro- 
portion to the popular sympathy be- 
stowed upon it. The famous dock- 
ers’ strike in London and the re- 
cent thearical strike in New York 
are illustrations of this. But, as the 
public wakes up to the fact that 
strikes are not to overcome. real 
grievances but are intended really 
4o change the ‘political constitution 
of the country, or are, in any case, 
run with an absolute disregard of 
the public safety or convenience, the 
public is going, it is to be suspect- 
ed, not merely to re-enact the old 
Roman law, but to see that it be- 
comes. effective—Christian Science 
Monitor. '
